The decorations and lighting on Walter Way, off 
Main Street, Agawam, have been creating quite a 
sensation. Cars with Connecticut license plates rou- 
toneYy drive down the brigriWy-\ft street carry \ng ontooV,- 
ers who admire the hundreds of unique decorations. 

Walter Way is a small neighborhood (near the 
Massachusetts Veterans’ Memorial Cemetery, off 
Main Street) that was built about four years ago. The 
street curves, ending in a turnaround, and the homes 
form a circle, seemingly facing each other. Perhaps 
this positioning accounts in part for the camraderie 
among the families in this small community. They 
seem energized by this project of making Christmas 
as bright and dazzling as they possibly can. 

Walter Way resident Julie Houle said, “We do it for 
the smiles. We get a kick out of all the people going 
by. And this year, we have entered the Illumination 
Contest run by the Agawam Junior Women’s Club 
because our neighborhood display really is for the 
community.” 

Julie and her husband, John, have lived on Walter 
Way for about four years. John added, “This is our 
way of giving. Every year we do a little bit more than 
the year before. We seem to start decorating a little 
earlier each year, too. It takes over a week, and this 
year, we started putting up all the fixtures and orna¬ 
ments right after Halloween." 

Neighbors Phil and Janet Reiser, like the Houles, 
had to put extra electrical breakers in their home Phil 
told us, “We all help each out out putting up these 
decorations.” 

Janet has somehow taken on the assignment of 
handling all the cords, a task that must be formidable 
with all the illuminated shapes. The Houles and the 
Reisers both resided on Walter Way when the tradi¬ 
tion of the dazzling decorations began. Phil Reiser 
agreed that their efforts go toward the community and 
the kids. 

Julie added, “We saw a Peter Pan double-decker 
bus come down the street as part of the Bright Nights 
tour. Everyone on the bus cheered." 

Another Walter Way couple, Tom and Maria Erkfitz, 
love to watch the faces of the people who drive 
through their neighborhood. 

“We just want to spread the spirit,” Maria said. 

Tom does all the work on the man-made trees, and 
many of the other decorations and ornaments have

been made by these enthusiastic people. 

John Houle described some of the visitors to their 
microcosmic community. “PVTA buses from the nurs¬ 
ing homes come through here*. The double-decker 
bus drove by with Christmas lights on it, with kids and 
adults, some wearing Santa hats. There was even a 
Peter Pan bus.” 

The South Windsor Nursing Home residents are 
driven through Walter Way quite often and Agawam’s 
Heritage Woods residents come by in their bus quite 
frequently, too. 

Phil Reiser estimated that over 200 cars drive 
through on weekend nights. “People park at the end of 
the street and walk up and down here with their kids,” 
he said. 

Phil does a lot of woodworking, making and putting 
up Santa, snowmen, and other creations. He even 
brought plastic from work to make a castle. 

Glenn and Ruth Barbour moved to Walter Way 
recently, but they have participated in the decorations 
with equal enthusiasm. For anyone planning to visit 
Walter Way, the Santa placed by Glenn at the basket¬ 
ball hoop is bound to cause a laugh.

Agawam should support 
Community Preservation Act 

To the Editor: 

To my fellow voters and taxpayers of Agawam: 

In November 2001, nearly 61-percent of the voters 
in Agawam approved the Community Preservation 
Act, a mechanism to raise funds for open space, 
affordable housing, and historic preservation by 
adding a one-percent surchage to real estate taxes. 

I, like many others, have been frustrated by the 
administration’s delay in implementing the 
Community Preservation Act. In a recent letter to the 
Council president, Mayor Cohen stated, “I believe it is 
unfortunate to place another tax burden on our tax¬ 
payers during these dismal economic times.” 

I am disgusted by the Mayor’s lack of respect for 
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the will of the voting public. I would like to remind the 
Mayor that the citizens of this town voted in favor of 
this so-called “tax burden" over a year ago. The vot¬ 
ers of Agawam felt the average $20 surcharge was a 
small price to pay to improve the quality of life in our 
town. 

The administration’s failure to implement the 
Community Preservation Act during 2002 resulted in 
a loss of approximately $538,000 - half of which 
would have been collected locally, and half as match¬ 
ing state funds that were distributed in October 2002. 

The delay in implementation has been blamed on 
software and monetary issues, but the fact of the mat¬ 
ter is the Mayor knew before the initiative was passed 
that our current software would be unable to process 
the surcharge. Allowing 100-percent matching state 
funds to be lost, especially during (to quote the 
Mayor) "these dismal economic times,” was grossly 
irresponsible of the administration. 

The town’s desire for historic preservation and 
open space is not something new or imagined. The 
community-wide planning effort, Coming Together for 
Consensus: A Working Statement of Goals and 
Objectives to Guide Agawam into the Future 
(released nearly 10 years ago), includes in the sec¬ 
tion "How we see Agawam: A Vision of Our Town" the 
following sentiment: “Working together, we can make 
Agawam a place of village centers whose historic 
character is preserved; a place of parks for a broad 
range of people with multiple uses for enjoyment by 
different groups; and a place of rural views of farm¬ 
lands, forest areas, and the mountainside." 

The state and local monies raised by the 
Community Preservation Act will benefit those areas 
that have historically been underfunded by the town. 
The voters saw the Act as a mechanism to fund 
directly what the town will not. 

A reserve account transfer request from the town 
treasurer in the amount of $7,731 will be presented at 
an upcoming Town Council meeting. This money will 
finance the upgrade of the treasurer's computer pro¬ 
gram and, as the upgrade most likely will not be 
installed by the issuance of the next tax bill, the mail¬ 
ing of a separate surcharge bill next spring. Collecting 
the surcharge by July will enable the town to be eligi¬ 
ble for matching state funds in October 2003. 

The potential $538,000 realisation on an expendi-

ture of $7,731 represents a return of nearly 7,000- 
percent! It is highly unlikely the town will ever have an 
investment opportunity like this again. 

The half-million dollars we can raise annually can 
also be leveraged far beyond that amount should it be 
used toward matching grants. And, those figures don’t 
even begin to calculate the cost savings to the town 
should it begin to acquire substantial tracts of open 
space in an effort to curb development. 

The Community Preservation Act may be the best 
thing that ever happened to this town, but we need to 
take advantage of it for it to be of any benefit. I urge 
you to contact the City Council and ask their support 
in approving the reserve account transfer request.

Christina worked with T.J. Maxx Corporation for over 
10 years and is now assistant manager for the 
Marshall's store in Enfield. She also lives in Agawam.” 

Letellier’s hobbies include photography, mostly of 
scenery. Some of his photos have been exhibited. He 
also does commercial work for a few attorneys. 

He likes to hike, hunt, and fish, and for 20 years, he 
rode the red BMW that appeared in the movie “Jewel 
of the Nile." He recently broke down and bought a new 
BMW - an LT1200. 

“I bought it this year and have already put 6,000 
miles on it in four months.

"How will this be, ” Mary asked the angel, "since

God had chosen Mary, and He had 
prepared Mary ahead of time, without her even being 
aware of it, for a very special mission. 

It was no easy task that God gave to Mary. She 
lived in a small town where everybody knew each 
other. More than that, they knew each other’s busi¬ 
ness. They knew that Mary was engaged to Joseph, 
but was at that time still unmarried. Having a baby out 
of wedlock was more than frowned upon. We can eas¬ 
ily forget what it was really like for Mary, that first 
Christmas. 

It is very likely that Mary did not fully comprehend 
what the angel was saying to her, but she said “yes" 
anyway. We don’t have to always understand every¬ 
thing before we say yes to God. One thing Mary 
seemed to grasp was that her situation was beyond 
her control, but by entrusting herself to the One who 
does understand everything and who is in control, 
Mary had the grace and the power to do God’s will. If 
we could muster up the same courage and trust that 
Mary exercised that first Christmas season, can we 
imagine what God could do in our lives? "For noth¬

When someone says “’yes'” to God 


Who among us does not feel the frenzy of the 
Christmas season? Wherever we go, there are 
crowds of people jamming themselves into the stores. 
Christmas present shopping consumes our time, our 
attention, and our money. The question we hear peo¬ 
ple asking each other is, “Are you done with your 
shopping yet?” Just watching others shop can be 
exhausting. Then there’s the part about remembering 
who we’ve bought presents for and who is left to go, 
and trying to remember all the hiding places where we 
stashed the stuff we bought. Is this what Christmas is 
about? 

On a different frontier, the meaning of Christmas 
isn’t being misplaced, it is being deliberately cast 
aside. “Political correctness" to some people means 
that we almost try to pretend that there is no such 
thing as Christmas in the first place anymore. 
Although as a society we are learning to tolerate peo¬ 
ple’s views that do not correspond to our own, some 
of the people who were the most active in getting us 
to this state of mind are among those leading the 
charge against any mention or recognition of 
Christmas on public properties. 

In the midst of the hustle and bustle, and even the 
hassles of Christmas, the story of how it all began 
maintains its power. The story is rooted in a young 
woman, who though frightened at what was being 
asked of her, and of the implications of what it would 
do to her reputation and her life forever, in a combi¬ 
nation of timidity and boldness, said a simple “Yes” to 
God.

Keeping score... 

Shopping for a house can be exhausting. You have 
your lists of wants and needs. Usually this list exists in 
your head. If you’re shopping with a partner or family 
member, things can become complicated. 

You may want a house with a four-car garage, but 
may not have put a lot of thought into other items of 
need. Your partner may want a huge master suite and 
beautiful yard. How do you get the house of your 
dreams and maintain your sanity in the pursuit of this 
happiness. Keep score! 

Begin the process by dividing a piece of paper into 
three columns. The first column would consist of 
“absolute must-haves.” The second column would be 
“really do need,” and the third column would be “nice 


to have.” 

Each adult involved in the purchase should do this. 
If there are children in the family, get them in on the 
fun. This allows them to feel they have a part in the 
decision-making process, which (in turn) makes the 
move easier for everyone. 

Moving can be stressful, but especially so for chil¬ 
dren. Include everything in your list- neighborhood, 
yard size, and whether you want a basement or 
garage, as well as how many bedrooms and baths. 
This is an especially important exercise if you are 
moving to a different area of the country. 

After everyone has made their lists, compare the 
results. Compromise where necessary and make a 
master list. The master list should include all the 
needs as well as some of the wants. Leave a little 
room for comments.

Tis the season - 
Droimk driving cases 

The busiest season for drunk driving cases is upon 
us. The standard of proof that the Commonwealth 
must meet in these cases is, of course, guilt beyond 
a reasonable doubt. Further, no conviction should 
result unless a jury is unanimous that “proof beyond a 
reasonable doubt” has been established by the cred¬ 
itable evidence presented. 

Fortunately, some police stations have cameras 
that videotape the booking process so that jurors can 
“see for themselves.” 

With pressure from groups like Mothers Against 
Drunk Drivers and the fear of getting sued for letting 
a drunk driver go, more borderline stops may occur. 

Also, the so-called sobriety test may be no more a 
scientific test than placing an alleged criminal defen¬ 
dant in a pool filled with water to see if he/she sinks to 
the bottom, thus proving guilt. 

Maybe one cannot lift their leg 12 inches off the 
ground for 30 seconds, but then again, they never 
could. Or maybe the Inability to recite the alphabet 
backwards while an armed, uniformed officer stares in 
your face is caused by the extreme nervousness 
caused by being stopped. 

Then there is the so-called Breathalyzer machine. 
It is extremely sensitive (dust, electrical currents, 
moisture) and must be operated exactly according to 
established procedure. 

Furthermore, recent studies have shown that peo¬ 
ple with acid reflux or other digestive disorders are 
subject to false positive tests on breath-analysis tests. 

Convictions for drinking and driving carry serious 
penalties, including loss of one’s driving privileges, 
which many times result in loss of employment.

Corporate Charity: 

4 Tis the Season to be Giving 

If it can be said that charity has a busy time, this is 
it. Typically during the last quarter of the year, corpo¬ 
rate generosity and the holiday spirit are combined 
with the awareness that a few more tax deductions 
couldn’t hurt. 

There are many different ways for companies to 
support charitable causes and get an end-of-the-year 
write-off while making a good business investment. 
Some involve cash donations and others don’t require 
any check-writing at all. 

Cause-Related Marketing 

Businesses as well as nonprofits can benefit great¬ 
ly from forming partnerships. While the company sells 
more products, the nonprofit receives money to fur¬ 
ther its mission. The term “cause-related marketing” 
(CRM) was coined in the early 1980s when American 
Express raised money for the restoration of the Statue 
of Liberty. American Express donated one penny each 
time its credit card was used. $1.7 million was raised 
for the restoration and in the process, American 
Express saw a significant increase in the use of its 
card and in card membership. 

Today, according to Business for Social 
Responsibility, research reveals that CRM programs 
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generate greater loyalty among both customers and 
employees. In recent surveys, two-thirds of American 
consumers indicated an increased degree of trust in 
those companies aligned with a social issue, and 90 
percent of employees feel proud of their company if it 
has a CRM program. However, companies consider¬ 
ing a CRM program, even on a small scale, should 
first consider the goals and benefits of the program, 
the reputation and legitimacy of the nonprofit partner 
and the corporation's ability to manage and evaluate 
the success of the CRM program. 

Donating Stock 

If you can’t afford to, or choose not to, donate cash 
to a charity or invest in a CRM program, you may want 
to consider donating appreciated corporate stock. In 
fact, this method may give you more bang for your 
charitable buck. 

When you donate corporate stock to charity, you 
get a deduction of the fair market value of the stock. 
In addition, you escape paying tax on the gains - 
assuming you held the stock for more than one year. 

Giving Goods or Services 

Giving products or services as a corporate charita¬ 
ble donation also lets you transfer considerable value 
to the community without drawing your company’s 
cash flow. A gift of your product or service can 
enhance your image and provide visibility as well. For 
example, you may choose to provide products for a 
charity auction at a fundraising event in exchange for 
visibility at the event program, advertisements, or pub¬ 
lic relations efforts. 

However, be aware that a company’s out-of-pocket 
expenses for products or materials may be deductible, 
but not if you originally purchased them for your oper¬ 
ation and have already deducted them as a business 
cost. For services donated, you may deduct the 


salaries of employees doing charitable work, but as a 
business owner, you generally can’t deduct your 
donated time. 

Charitable Estate Planning 

As a business owner, you also may want to con¬ 
sider a charitable contribution when deciding your 
estate-planning strategies. It may not only help the 
charity, but may also provide you with a steady stream 
of income and potential tax benefits. 

The simplest option for setting up a charitable con¬ 
tribution through your estate plan is a bequest through 
your will. Charitable contributions are 100 percent 
deductible from estate taxes.

If you have the cash to lay out and simply prefer to 
write a check, you can accomplish two things at once 
by encouraging employee volunteerism and offering 
to match their cash contributions to charities that 
reflect your giving goals. Now you are not only giving 
to charities, but you are also creating a supportive 
corporate environment by enhancing your employees’ 
community interests. 

Before You Give 

No matter how you give, be sure to first work with a 
financial advisor to determine what you can afford and 
when is the best time to get the most from your giving. 
Then make sure that group with which you are inter¬ 
ested in working is listed by the IRS as a qualified 
charity. If not, your deduction may not be income tax 
deductible. To find out, check IRS Publication 78, 
Cumulative List of Organizations.

It’s easy to forget which house 
had the beautiful deck, and which one needed updat¬ 
ing in the bathroom. 

Rank each feature from 1 to 10. Add any addition¬ 
al notes to indicate specific things you liked or disliked 
about each property. If you are looking at a number of 
properties, this can be an enormous help later when 
you are trying to remember which house had the car¬ 
pet you liked. It's also a great way to compromise 
when dealing with different likes and dislikes.

* Stay warm, wear warm clothes. A steam vaporiz¬ 
er can help keep air humid. Too dry an environment 
will dehydrate the mucous membranes that line the 
respiratory tract and create an inviting environment 
for the virus. 

* Zinc is a nutrient that can help the immune sys¬ 
tem function. Sucking on a zinc gluconate lozenge 
may help eliminate some symptoms and may cut the 
duration of the cold. 

* Gargle with sage. Use one to two teaspoons of 
dried sage leaves to one cup of boiling water. Steep 
10 minutes. This can help soothe the throat. 

* Take vitamin C and beta carotene to help boost 
the immune system. 

* Herbs that help the immune system are echi¬ 
nacea, augustofolia, and goldenseal. 

* Get adjusted - help the immune system function 
by keeping the body in balance. 

* Finally - maintain a positive attitude - it won’t last 
forever.

Deciding where to

Carbonara is a great change of pace from the reg¬ 
ular Italian dishes that we are accustomed to. Here is 
how to make a real Italian style dinner. 

Make a fresh green salad. Use soft and hearty let¬ 
tuce, and radiccio for that pepper taste. What salad 
would be complete without some olives and pepper- 
oncini? Combine a little lemon juice, some balsamic 
vinegar, a little salt and pepper... salad’s ready! 

Now, take a wheel of Italian bacon about one-inch 
thick (pancetta), and then slice it and dice it. Start to 
fry the bacon off in a little extra virgin olive oil. DO 
NOT SUBSTITUTE WITH AMERICAN BACON! You 
can get your pancetta at Milano’s in downtown 
Springfield. 

Combine one small onion (diced), 3 eggs (pre¬ 
cooked and scrambled), and 1 small bunch of 
spinach. After the pancetta has crisped, you add your 
onion. Allow the onion to “sweat” a bit and then add 
your egg. Sprinkle a little parsley, and now you can 
add your spinach. It doesn’t take long for spinach, so 
after a bit of time, remove the cover, stir, replace the 
cover, and turn off the heat. 

Cook your pasta al dente. In a big bowl, add the 
cooked pasta. Pour over the mixture and season with 
salt and black pepper. Drizzle with a copious amount 
of extra virgin olive oil. Add a nandful of parmesan, 
toss, and serve. It just doesn't get much better! 

You can make your own puttenesca sauce at 
home, too (it’s very easy).

A Saturday afternoon matinee began the 2002- 
2003 Agawam High School wrestling season against 
Amherst Regional at Cliff Kibbe Gym on December 
14th. 

And the partisan crowd in attendance liked what 
they saw, as the Brownies won going away, 53-18. 

At presstime, the locals were facing Westfield High 
(Wednesday evening, December 18th, in Westfield), 
and then they travel to the prestigious all-day Milford 
Tournament on Saturday, December 21st, to face 
some tough state competition. One footnote about the 
match vs. Westfield’s Bombers - they were last sea¬ 
son’s Valley Wheel champs before moving up into the 
much more difficult Valley League (where the likes of 
Ludlow and Agawam always lurk). 

The pre-season polls placed the Brownies in sec¬ 
ond behind Ludlow, the defending Western Mass, 
champs who are seeking a state title this year. 

Winners for the Brownies in the victory over 
Amherst Regional (six total pins) included junior Ryan 
Long, 103 pounds (won by disqualification); All- 
Scholastic junior Brenton Reveruzzi, 112-pounds, pin 
(1:25); newcomer Rob Lacombe, a junior, pinned his 
opponent in the 125-pounders (3:01); All-Scholastic 
senior Adam Blackak registered a pin at 140 pounds 
(3:08); junior Anthony Manzi, 145 pounds, pin (5:23); 
and All-Scholastic senior Paul Pilegi, 152 pounds, pin 
(5:19). 

Seruov Scott Men won at A 89 pounds by forfeit, as 
did junior newcomer Bruce Johnson (215-pounds). 
Junior strongman Dustin Hebert pinned his Amherst 
opponent in the heavyweight division (2:46). 

Coach Kirk Parker, now in his fourth season direct¬ 
ing traffic for the Brownies on the mats, told us he was 
happy with his team’s performance, especially when 
factoring in the abbreviated pre-season due to the 
late Thanksgiving holiday (which moved tryouts to 
Monday, December 2nd). 

“I was pleased with our effort. This first meet was 
as early as I can ever remember, and I was a bit con¬ 
cerned about the kids being ready. We had many 
good efforts and even the kids who lost fought very 
hard. We only had one pin against us. Overall, it was 
a nice way to open the season," Parker said. 

According to the coach, 125-pounder Rob

Agawam girls escape Blue Devils... 

Taylor’s free throws save Brownies 
in season-opener vs. ‘Hamp, 43=42 


Take the road win and move on. 

Agawam High Coach Bronwyn Monahan and the 
girls’ basketball Brownies did just that after Monday 
night’s (December 16th) much-closer-than-expected 
tussle vs. Northampton in the season-opener for both 
schools. 

Senior forward Vicky Taylor (16 points/16 
rebounds) connected on two clutch free throws with 
40 seconds remaining to save the Brownies from the 
clutches of the surging Blue Devils, 43-42. 

“It wasn’t pretty and we struggled at times, but we’ll 
take the win. I think that’s the mark of a good team - 
winning when you don't play well. I don’t think we 
would have won this game last year. We pulled it out 
in the end, and that’s what matters,” was Monahan’s 
assessment of the proceedings. 

Taylor’s charity stripe heroics were the game’s final 
points and came with the Brownies trailing 42-41. 
Unbelievably, these were the only two foul shots 
made by the visitors the entire night. The Brownies 
were awarded five free throws in 32 minutes. 

Northampton, meanwhile, benefited from a wide 
discrepancy in team fouls and it failed to take advan¬ 
tage. It had to be a portion of their post-game lament. 

The Brownies were whistled for 21 fouls, compared 
to 10 for the home folks. This parlayed into 22 
attempts at the stripe for Northampton, yet it found the 
net nine times in a match decided by a single point. 
Yikes. 

The Agawam five were clearly the better team. A 
plaguing malady for them was 21 turnovers and 21-65 
shooting from the field (32 percent). The Blue Devils 
helped out the Agawam cause with a bushel of 
turnovers of their own as play was ragged and 
uneven, save for a few spurts by each side. 

Agawam led, 24-18 at the half, but it did so without 
the services of senior center Kristin Strole for most of 
it. Strole was saddled with a pair of very early fouls, 
forcing Monahan to sit her inside muscle. 

“Because of the foul situation, Kristin only played 
about eight minutes the entire game and she was very 


disappointed afterwards. But she is one of our team 
leaders and knows it’s only one game. She will be 
very important to our success this season.” 

Taylor, the team’s All-Scholastic co-captain, 
responded to the alarm and enjoyed a huge outing. 
She logged nearly 29 minutes and was a terror under 
the boards all night. "Vicky was a rebounding machine 
out there for us, and she really had an outstanding all- 
around game,” praised Monahan. 

The debut of freshman point guard Kara Powell 
was also a success. She scored six points, dished out 
six assists, and hustled her way to five steals along 
the way. 

Four of Powell’s points came in the second half on 
drives to the hoop. A third foray into the paint put her 
at the foul line. "Kara played 28 quality minutes for us. 
She never tires. We want her to penetrate more. She 
is so quick to the hoop and is very creative. This will 
really open things up for us on offense down the 
road,” noted Monahan. 

Agawam opened in a full-court man-to-man, but the 
foul troubles forced it to pull back a bit and eventually 
led to a 2-3 zone in the second half. Northampton 
nailed a pair of three-pointers during its stretch run, 
and Monahan abandoned the zone late and returned 
to man-to-man. 

“I don’t like the zone with this team. Our defense 
can turn into instant offense for us. But because of the 
fouls, we went to the zone and they were able to come 
back,” she noted. 

Agawam received a solid outing from junior All- 
Scholastic small forward Meg Kelly (12 points). She 
was forced to the pine with 9:05 left in the second 
session when tagged with her fourth foul. She didn’t 
return until crunch time (1:21 left). 

“We needed Meg^s energy in the end. She played 
a good game for us,” said Monahan.

The score is tied with only nine seconds left in the 
game. After being fouled, Agawam High senior/tri¬ 
captain Joe Clark steps to the line. He glances up at 
the clock, a constant reminder of the building pres¬ 
sure, and takes the ball from the ref. Clark bounces it 
on the stripe a few times as the sweat trickles down 
his forehead. Trying to focus on the basket, he must 
block out the boos of a noisy Sci-Tech crowd. 

Agawam Coach Mike Vedovelli stands at the edge 
of the court, expressing little emotion while he watch¬ 
es his players intently. 

The taunts grow louder and louder, making it hard¬ 
er to concentrate. With a bend of the knees and a flick 
of the wrist, the ball rolls from Clark’s fingertips toward 
the hoop. As if in slow motion, the ball hits the back of 
the rim and bounces back into play. There’s a groan 
from the Agawam side of the gym as the players 
scramble for the rebound with mere seconds remain¬ 
ing. 

Suddenly, the Brownies regain possession with 
enough time for one last shot. Everyone is on their 
feet: five ... four... three ... two ... Junior center Justin 
Perry gets the ball from Clark and sees the open lane. 
Perry goes up for the lay-in and it’s good! With no time 
left on the clock, the game is over and Agawam 
comes away with the win, 61-59. 

It has been a great game and a huge win for the 
Brownies. The victory over Sci-Tech marks Vedovelli’s 
first win as a varsity coach and Agawam’s first win of 
the season. AHS came into the game 0-1 after a 
tough 18-point loss as host to Longmeadow on Friday, 
December 13th. 

Despite the defeat by the Lancers, Agawam soph¬ 
omore guard Tim Culhane scored a career-high 12 
points and junior guard Casey Federico has 11 points. 
Facing Springfield’s School of Science and 
Technology (which entered this game 1-0) was defi¬ 
nitely a test of ability for the Brownies. This was the 
second game in a row in which the Cybercats played 
down to the wire. They pulled off a 60-58 win over 
neighboring Putnam on Friday the 13th. 

Now 1-1, Agawam can breathe a little easier, show¬ 
ing that they can win on the road. “This is my first var¬ 
sity win,” said Vedovelli, “and it’s great because we 
turned it around in the second half. In the first half, we 
allowed Sci-Tech to score easy baskets and they were 
constantly beating us to the ball. In the second half, 
we stopped them on 11 consecutive possessions.” 

There is no doubt that Agawam’s defense was fired 
up when they came out after intermission. 

With an 11-point advantage (40-31), the Cybercats 
turned the ball over nine times in the second half, 
allowing Agawam to get right back into the game. 
Senior guard Mario Maloni had three steals, which 
helped his team close in on Sci-Tech’s lead. Maloni 
also led the team in scoring and rebounding with 22 
points and nine boards. 

Three of Agawam’s players scored in the double 
digits and were equally as effective on the defensive 
side of the ball. 

Culhane matched his career-high 12 points, and 
Perry scored 11 points with five rebounds. 

Overcoming the Sci-Tech offense was not an easy 
task, however. The Cybercats led by as many as 18 
points in the first half, and they were anything but shy

about showboating some of their talents. Charles 
Evans, Sci-Tech’s junior forward, demonstrated his 
ability to get air-bound more than once. 

The home-team crowd exploded with cheers as 
Evans dunked the ball over three Agawam defenders. 
Senior forward Calvin Godbolt was another presence 
in the paint. Godbolt had a fast-break slam, as well as 
most of the Cybercats points. The above-the-rim 
antics by Sci-Tech didn’t seem to bother the Agawam 
coaches, but was apparently getting under the play¬ 
ers’ skin. 

The Brownies stayed calm and continued to play 
with intensity after the intermission. In frustration, the 
Cybercats committed foul after foul, amassing nine 
overall. They sent Agawam to the line 13 times over 
the course of the game, mostly in the second half. 
AHS went 10-13 in free throw attempts, improving on 
its 8-15 performance in the first game vs. 
Longmeadow. 

“We took a ton of free throws during practice on 
Sunday," said Vedovelli. “And we just played smarter 
in the second half. These kids played the way they 
know they can play.” 

Coming back from such a large deficit as Agawam 
did inspired the team to play harder. They were up 
and down the court, and took complete control of the 
boards on both offense and defense. Culhane and 
Maloni took turns banging three-pointers, while Clark 
made smart defensive plays to steal the ball and get 
it back up the hardwood for transitional points. 

“This was a total team win,” Vedovelli said. “The 
guys off the bench played hard and well, and the kids 
who didn’t play cheered on their teammates. No one 
ever hung their heads. These kids went all out until 
the final play of the game. 

“In the second half, Corey (Federico) did a great 
job of beating everyone to the ball, and Joe (Clark) 
really showed his leadership on this team. They 
showed up and understood they had to battle back 
and continue to work hard,” added the coach. 

After the game ended and everyone filed out of the 
gymnasium, the noise had finally stopped. The play¬ 
ers were off to the lockerroom, and the sounds of cel¬ 
ebration filled the hall as players congratulated them¬ 
selves on a well-deserved win. Now it is time to pre¬ 
pare for upcoming Putnam. Putnam has a record of 0- 
1 and is seemingly a winnable game for the Brownies. 
They will travel again to Springfield on Monday, 
December 23rd, to face them at 7:30 p.m. Then, the 
Brownies will host the West Springfield Terriers on 
Friday, December 27th, at 7:30 p.m. Come out and 
show your support.

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Despite I~2 start, Agawam High hockey Coach John 
Cirelii aims high for Brownies’ 2002-2003 season 


Despite a 1-2 start, fourth-yearAgawam High hock¬ 
ey Coach John Cirelii bubbles with optimism about his 
team’s chances on the Western Mass, ice in 2002- 
2003. 

Cirelii has 16 returning players from last year’s 
Western Mass, semi-finalists on board this winter. 
Agawam surprised many hockey observers by 
advancing so deep into the tournament before bowing 
to eventual champs Westfield. 

So, the coach has good reason to be upbeat. 

Even the team’s disappointing 3-1 setback to Berry 
Division rival Longmeadow on Tuesday evening 
(December 17th), when the Lancers fired the red light 
twice (late), didn’t burst Cirelli’s bubble. 

“I actually thought we outplayed Longmeadow and 
we deserved better. And against Ludlow (season¬ 
opening 4-2 loss), we were down 4-0 early in the sec¬ 
ond period and then took the game over. We didn’t fin¬ 
ish in either of those games. We are young, but many 
of the kids have experience and are getting used to 
each other. We will be just fine," Cirelii said. 

In fact, the coach ventured out on a limb by adding, 
“Our goal is to win the Western Mass, title this year. I 
really think it’s doable.” 

Cirelli’s top line of junior captain/center Jeff 
Trauschke (16 points as a sophomore), senior cap¬ 
tain/right wing John Tisdell (23 points, second-leading 
scorer a year ago), and senior left wing Jeremy 
Malanson combined for 11 points in last Saturday’s 
11-5 rout over Chicopee, another Berry Division oppo¬ 
nent. 

These three guys will need to be finishers and the 
team’s leaders up front. Gone to graduation are First 
Team All-Scholastic forward Nick DePalma (33 points, 
team’s top gun) and Second Team All-Scholastic 
member Mike Kosinski. 

Goalie Adam Roy (a hero of last season’s tourna¬ 
ment run) is also gone, opting to attend a private 
school this year. Cirelii has a familiar face in goal - 
senior Ryan Zaczynski, a four-year team member who 
has tons of experience in the nets. Zaczynski faced 27 
shots in the Longmeadow loss. 

With Tisdell as the lone All-Scholastic performer

back, the Brownies look to their first defensive pairing 
of senior captain Ben Crum and sophomore Kyle 
Gendron (last year’s flashy Western Mass. “Rookie of 
the Year” winner) to step to the next level. 

Gendron comes in at 5’11” and 190 pounds. “Kyle 
is three inches taller and about 20 pounds heavier 
than last year. Plus, Kyle now has a year under his 
belt. He really is an all-around player. He can rush the 
puck, he shoots and passes well, and he is very 
smart. He’s only going to get better and better," said 
Cirelii. 

Gendron scored 14 points (6 goals/8 assists) as a

Agawam’s second forward line consists of sopho¬ 
more center (newcomer), Zach Lapponese, junior 
Dan Mancini at right wing, and junior Dan Korney 
(assist vs. Longmeadow) at left wing. Lapponese 
scored the lone goal in the 3-1 loss to Longmeadow 
Tuesday night. 

Agawam’s third line is comprised of sophomore 
center Adam Corbin, junior right wing Anthony 
DeMaio, and junior left wing Ryan McGuire. 

Agawam uses a fourth line as well - freshman new¬ 
comer Alan Hardina at center, junior Steve Wood at 
right wing, and sophomore newcomer Mike Wood at 
left wing. 

Senior captain Mike Peetros and junior Chris 
Nyman (assist vs. Longmeadow) are Agawam’s sec¬ 
ond defensive pairing, and junior Chris Roy and junior 
Kyle McGuire (a 6’, 195-pounder) complete the back 
line.

Locals contribute to successful season for WNEC athletics 


A nice story took place at Western New England
